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eA Meſſage from the Spirit of Truth 
unto all the World, 


Ye People, who have many Shepherds ſet over you, 
and many Teachers heaped up amonglt you, and 
yet lie ſcattered up and down as ſheep without a 
ſhepherd, and are driven-from mountain to hill, 
where you neither get bread nor water ; Have you not heard 
ſome of them many years, and followed them many dayes, and 
yet your ſouls want ſatisfaction > What is become of all your 


money that you ſpent upon them, and to what purpoſe is all your 
labour in following them ? are not your burdens yet upon you? 


and do not your fins remain within you ? and are-you not in 
the Land where famine pinches you ? and doth your faith per- 


{wade you that there 18 no relief for you ? Is darkneſs ſo thick 


that Hothing can remove it? are the chains thereof ſo ftrong 
that they cannot be broken ? is ſin ſo natural that you cannot 
forſake it? are vain cuſtoms ſo prevalent that you carinot deny 
them? are your eyes ſo ſhut that they cannot be: opened? are 

our ears ſo ſtopped that they cannot be made to hear ? are your 


| hearts ſo hardened that they cannot be broken > are you ſo far 


alienated from God that you cannot be converted ?. are you ſo 


much defiled that you cannot be cleanſed and healed ? Is this 


the faith wherein ye ſtand ? then woful will it be in the end 
thereof; for the. end of this faith will not be ſalvation to your 
ſouls, but wo and eternal miſery: for with God all things are 
poſſible, and there 1s no want of power in Chriſt to ſubje& all 
the powers of darkneſs ; but there'is want of true love'in you to 
his Light and Power within you ; and therefore it is that your 


fins remain» .and your burdens lie heavy upon'you, that your 
eyes are not opened, nor your ears unſtopped, nor your hearts 
converted and healed ; this is the ground of your miſery and the 
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cauſe of your grief and trouble, becauſe you hearken not to the 
Word of Life, nor yeeld your ſelves to obey its counſel: How 
often hath God tendered his Love unto you, and how often hatk: 
his Compaſſion broken towards you ? but how have you kicked 
again(t his Reproof, and have not hearkened when he hath. ſpo- 
ken ? and yet you ſay you want power to overcome corrupti- 
ons, and to get victory over fin; and becauſe it is ſo with you, 
therefore you are perſwaded that there is no help for it in this 
life, but ſo it muſt be whilſt you live upon the Earth ; Is not this 
your faith ?- and are you like to-get vitory over ſin, and tobe 
eaſed of your burdens, whilſt you give way unto darkneſs that 
leads you into fin? and yet you ſay you ſtrive as much as you 
can to keep out of it,. and feeling ſomething in you that ſtrives 
againſt it, yet notwithſtanding you feel it prevail over you, 
therfore you are perſwaded that it can never be atherwiſe whilſt 
you are in-the body, and ſo you ſay the fleſh is weak and ſub.. 
Je& to failings and haltings, and whilſt you are in the body fin 
will be creeping in, though you endeavour what you can againſt 
It: and ſoitis; and therefore you muſt come to.the Spirit of 
God in your ſelves, that beareth witneſs againſt the fleſh, and 
teſtifieth that the deeds thereof are evil : for the fleſh is weak, 
and in the fleſh there dwells no good thing ; and whilſt you live 


| inthe fleſh you cannot reſiſt the fleſhly motions, but will be 


captivated by them, and burdened with them.; but the Spirit of 
God is ſtrong, and able to ſubdue the luſts of the fleſh, and to 
mortifie all your: corruptions, and to breake down the body of 
fin and death, under which you lye groveling and bowed down 
in ſorrow, pain and Wo ; for whillt the fleſh liveth, and you live 
init, and walk after-it, you are under the Spirits condemnation ;. 
for every motion of the fleſh is.contrary. to the Spirit, and by the 
luftings of the fleſh the Spirit is quenched and greived; and here 
you cannot be free from the Spirits. reproof, nor the Judgment 
of it; for the Spirit condemns the luſts. of the fleſh, and riſeth- 
in Judgment againſt every motion of it ; for being contrary. one 
to-the other, there can be no agreement between them; and 


| therefore you may.know that when you are reproved, you are. 


joyned to the fleſh, and obeying the motions. of it ; and there 
the Spirit Rxives with you, and checks and Fproves you, that 
As | you: 
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you might not ſo ſwiftly runin the fleſhly liberty which increa- 
ſeth your miſery. ; and herein the love of God is commended 
to you, in that hz ſtrives wich you by his Spirit, to ſtop your way 
in which you run after the morions of the fleſh, and by his Spi- 
ric he calls unto you 1n every reprcof : and is there not that in 
you that lets you ſee that you ſhould not fin againſt God, and 
orieve him ? 

Objeft, If you ſay, Yea, but we know not how it can be 
otherwiſe ; we firive and endeavour as much as we can, but we 
are ſubject to failings, and though we do ſee that we ſhould not 

commit ſuch things as ſometimes we do, . yet we want pojyer 
to refiſt and overcome them. 

Anſw, Now conlider, Why is it that you want power to re- 
Gilt and overcome,. Is it not becauſe you joyn nor-to the Spirit 
which makes the Evil manifeſt ; for when the Spirit lets you ſee 
that the motions of the fleſh tempt you to evil, then you are not 
to yeeld your ſelves to the motions of the fleſh, but to the mo- 
tion of the Spirit, and ſo not to ſerve the fleſh but the Spirit ; 
for unto which you yeeld your ſelves ſervants to obey, you are a ſervant 
tour ; and by yeelding to the motions of the flzſh,you are a ſer- 
vant to it ;- and there is your failings and your fin committed ; 
for in the fl-ſh:dwells no good thing, it is the proneſs to evil ;. 
and whilſt fleſh lives, and you live 1n it, your thoughts, words 
and deeds are evil continually ; and though you may feel ſome 
ſtrivings againſt the Evil, . and many times come under ſuch 
Judgment that you ſay, [well never do ſuch things again, yet not 
Joyning with the Spirit to overcome the evil,you want power to. 
pay your vows unto God : Andis it not a ſad thing that when 
you have finned,. and that Judgment overtakes you, and in the: 
ſence of Judgment you promiſe never to do the like again, and 
yet do not pay your vows unto God, but are found committing: 
the ſame things again, and that with as much greedineſs as: 
ever ? do you not here break your Vow, and fin againſt the Spi- 
rit that makes you ſenſible that you ſhould delo no more, and 
ſo add finto fin ; firſt, by. committing evil ; ſecondly, by pro- 
miſing and not performing ?- —_ 

* Now ſeeing your own ſtriving and endeavouring-and promi- 


fing doth all fall ſhort of performing, . and that you want power 
. * Ne in 
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in your ſelves to overcome the evil that is preſent, and ſo lie 
oroaning under it, and burthened with it ; and whillt the fleſh 
liveth, and corruption ſtandeth, it cannot be otherwiſe ; there- 
fore you muſt come to the Spirit, which 1s holy, which is harm- 
leſs, undefiled, and ſeparate from fin, in waich is no fin ; and 
you mult not quench ir and grieve it by diſobedience, but unts 
_ every Reproot yeeld your ſelves, and ponder ſeriouſly what it 
meaneth. Art thou reproved by the Spirit ? then ftand fill 
and ponder it in thy heart, What doth this mean? am I doing 
that which is juſt and right, or am I amiſs? and by ſanding 
(ill and pondering feriouſly what is meant by the Reproof, thou 
wilt hear the expreſs voice of the Spirit tell thee that thou art 
in the evil, and thou muſt turn from it,and forſake it, and deny 
thy ſelf, and take up the Croſs : This is the Spirit's voice. in 
thee, and the Spirit is Truth, Now when thou findeſt theſe 
things ſo, hearken diligently to the Spirit, there is thy Teacher; 
and being willing to hear and obey the Spirit, then thy ſoul will 
come to find life in the Spirit ; and ſo thou wilt begin to feel 
the Spirit's power, to draw tnee, to lead thee, to teach thee, to 
inftru& thee, and to rengthen thee, by which thou wilt come 
to know that thy ftrength is in the Spirit, and ſo thou coming 
to the Spirit which hath ſtriven with thee, and yeelding thy 
ſelf to the drawings and leadings of it, then thou wilt knoyy the 
Spirit's work in 1ts own power, and wilt feel it trive over the 
motions of the fleſh, and give thee ſtrength to overcome them: 
and ſo all thy own ftrivings and endeavours will come into fi- 
lence, by the powet of the Spirit, and the Spirit will conce:nn 
fin in the fleſh, and manifett 1ts own life in thy mortal body: 
and then thou wilt know, That as fin hath reigned unto death, even 
ſo Righteouſneſs reigneth untolife by Feſus Chriſt ; ( Mark ) here is 
an overcoming Righteouſnels reigns unto life by Jeſus Chriſt , 
and that which reigns is in dominion, it hath overcome and cot _ 
the victory ; and ſo it is the power of Chriſt that overcomes the - 
wicked one in thee; therefore joyn to the power of - Chriſt in 
every Reproof, & thou wilt find that whatſoever he doth reprove 
Z in chee by his power, he will by the ſame power crucifie it for 
theezand ſo redeem thee our of all iniquity, tranſgteffion and fin, 
- and {erithee free from thy burdens with which-thou art oppreſſed; 
| and 
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and here thou wilt feel Chriſt to do that, which thou couldeſt' 


not dofor thy ſelf, nor any other for thee ; and then thou wilt 
know that the ſame which reproves thee for ſin, is thy Saviour 
from it, and thy Redeemer out of all iniquity ; and as thou 
comeſt unto him, and believeſt in him, he will not caſt thee off ; 
therefore let not thy fins withhold thee from coming to Chriſt, 
for thou art he that he ſeeks: And who hath more need to come 
- unto him than thou haſt ? it is thou that art diſeaſed, it is thou 
that art ſick, and therefore thy need is greateſt of a Phyſician, 
and thy wounds have molt need of cure, and whatelſe can heal 
thee and cure thee, but Chriſt the power of God 2 and therefore 
his compaſſion 1s. towards thee ; though thou art a ſinner, he 
would not have thee die and periſh, but would have thee come 
to him that thou mighteſt be healed and ſaved ; for he comes to 
ſave the world, and not todeftroy it ; and if thou dieſt in thy ſins, thy 
deſtruftion # of thy ſelf : ForChriſt is not wanting in his love to 
manifeſt thy ſins unto thee, and to reprove thee ; but if thou 
art rebellious againft him, and wilt not come unto him, then 
thou forſakeſt thy own mercies, and thereby deſtroyeſt thy ſelf ; 


therefore mind the Light with a careful eye, and take heed unto 


it, and thou wilt ſee thy Salvation to be in it, and ſo know from 


whence thy Salvation cometh ; and there will be thy ſtop and 


croſs to thine own way, all thy hearts luſts will be croſſed, thy 


evil thoughts, words and deeds will be all Ropped and crofſed 
by the Power of Chriſt ; and it will mortifie the fleſh, and all 


the deeds of it ; and here thou wilt feel Chriſt to give thee power 


over the world, the fleſh and the Devil, and every motion of | 
the fleſh in its firlt riſe thou wilt have firength in the power of 


Chriſt to beat it down and ſubdue it ; and ſo in the Power thou 


wilt know the daily Croſs to thy will, to thy wiſdom, to thy rea-- 


ſon, to thy corruptions, to thy vanities, to thy mirth, to thy 
pleaſures, . to thy cuſtoms, to thy formalities, to thy traditions, 


' to thy vain worſhip ; and whatſoever hath its riſe and being. 


from the motions of the fleſh, the Power of Chriſt will croſs that 
nature and deſtroy it,. and ſo bring thee into death, and all thy 


lovers with thee, and crucifie all down together ; and here thou: 


wilt feel the power ſtrike over thy filthineſs and thy own righ- 
teouſneſs, . and tain the pride of the glory of fleſh ;. then in the

owzr thy change being wrought, and thou coming into union 
and fellowthip with the Power, thy firength will be renew- 
| ed in God, and his Commands will not be grievous to thee 
for Whatſoever he doth require of thee, he will give thee 
ſtrength rb perform it, and fo thou wilt know that the ſame 
which requireth, the ſame gives [trength to perform what is re- 
quired; ;and-how canſt thou then want ſtrength and power,when 
= thou art joyned to Chriſt the Power of God, who is greater and 


ſtronger than the power of darkneſs ? Wilt thou complain for 


want of ftrength, and Want of power? and wilt thou now ſay, 
I would do this or the other, but I cannot, I have no ſtrength, I 
have no power, Oh nay, if thou .art come to Chziſt the Power 
of God, thou wilr feel him to be. greater in. thee than he that is 
in the world, and by faith in his Power thou wilt know that all 
things are poſſible : for if Chriſt was not the greateſt and ſtrong. 
eſt, the Creation could never be reftored, nor the ſoul redeemed 
out of the fall : but Chriſt is the greateſt, and Chriſt is the 
ſtrongeſt ; for he is the fiſt and he 1s-the laſt, therefore with 
him all things are poſſible ; and though in thy own eye ſome 
things may ſeem impoſſible, yet with him it is poſſible, who 
works and none can let it : therefore whatſoever weakneſs is 
' upon thee, and that thou canſt not overcome thoſe things that 
do burthen thee, Be not faithle(s but believe, and look to Chritt 
who is ſufficient to help thee and relieve thee ; for thy weak- 
neſs is want of faith, and ſo thou ſtaggerelt at the Promiſes and 
appearances of Chriſt ; and if he utter his voice Within thee, 
and ſay unto thee, T urn unto me aud live, thou canſt not believe 
thatit is he, and ſo the fleſh vaileth thee,and imbondageth thee 
by the ſecret working of che Myſtery of Iniquity ; for now peo- 
ple cry, How are we in bondage 10 the things that are! If I could 
tell what to de, I would never goto the Worſhip that now t obſerved, 


it is ſuch a bondage to me, ana juch a burden upon me, that it makes 


me to mours nnder it ; but what ſhall I do, the Law requires it, and 
1 want ſtrength to ſiand agarnſt ut 2 I would willingly deny ut, if I 
could doit, and not come into ſufferings ; but 1 muſt cither doit, or 
elſe I ſhall bring my ſelf into trouble, 
Now conſider, What is it that convinceth thee that the pre- 
ſent Worſhip 1s not in the Truth ? and what is it that is bur- 
2p - thened 
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- *thened with it, and would be free from it > and what is it that 


reaſoneth for ſafety and cannot deny it ? Read this diſtin&ion, 
and then thou wilc plainly ſee, that thou createſt thy own bon- 
dage, by giving way tothy own reaſon; for that which-manifeſts 
the Worſhip to be out of the Truth, that is the Light of Chriſt, 
and that which is burthened with ir that.is the Righteous Seed 
of God ; but that which reaſons for ſafety that is the flaſh, and 
thou entering into conference with fleſh and blood, a goelt 
from Chriſt the Power of God, and ſo thou haſt neither trengih 


notypower to deny and ſeparate from that which is the burthen 


of the Seed; and then thou ſeekeſt out excuſes in thy reaſon, and 
ſomething will be taking care for Wife, Children and Eſtate, and 
the things of this life, and reaſon willbe ready to ſay, If I ſhould 
deny and ſeparate, I ſhould be deprived of my Liberty,and loſe 
my Eſtate, and ſo become a ſufferer ; and I had better undergo 
the burthen, than expoſe. my ſelf to ſuffering ; and though 1 do 
conform, yet my mind not agreeing in performance, I hope ir 
will not be charged upon me as fin. Oh! take heed, for this is 
a greater danger, then the danger of ſuffering, or loſs of* thy 
eſtate ; for if thou by ſuch reaſoning think to ſave thy own life, 
thou loſeſt life eternal, and that will be a greater loſs unto thee 
then the loſs of all things in this world ; and therefore let tiot 
ſuch things prevail over thee, for they will imbondage thee, and 


' Cauſe thee to go heavily, and :f thow love any thing more than 
Chriſt, thou art not worthy of him ; therefore thou muſt deny all * 


' forhim,and count nothing too dear to offer up which he requires 


 . of thee, but let Husband and Wife go, and Children go, and 


Houſe and Land go, to follow Chriſt; and yet love thy Wife 
and Hnsband, and Children in their places, and uſe thy Houfe 
and Land in their places, for in their places they are good and 
comfortable ; but 1f they lye in thy way for following Chriſt, 
and that thereby thou art hindered for anſwering: his requigings, 
then they are ſad and miſerable, and ſo they are to be denied, 
and not otherwiſe: And here thou wilt find ſtrength andipower 


rate from that Worſhip which thou art- convinced is qff of the 
Truth,- and which is thy burthen to obſerve : if thoutake heed

Oh caſt. away all your reaſons, and wait in implivity, 
and the Spirit will help you ; therefore:come' to the Spirit who- 
ſoever thou art,and what condition ſoever thoi art in; if thy'fins 
burthen thee, come to the Spirit to eaſe thee ; if thy Worſhip 
burden thee, come to the Spirit for ftrength to deny it, and then 
thou wilt have power over all thy: reaſonings, ' and all thy fears, 
and all thy 'deubrings; for 'the Spirit will help- thee in thy 
oreateſt ſtraits; 1t will be thy ſtrength -in weakneſs, it will com- 
fort thee in feebleneſs, and what is it that the Spirit will not 
do for thee, if thou love it and come unto it 2 Ltell thee from

diſcourage you, but come, though weak, come, though feeble ; 
come,. though thou ſeelt ſome failings, ir is the Spirit muſt 
give thee Krength, it is the Spirit mult giye thee comfort, it is 
the Spirit mult overcome thy failings ; therefore come and de- 
lay not: and as thou comelt unto it, then deny thy ſelf and fol- 
low it, and let not thy eye look any other way, nor to any other 
thing ; ſo in the living Spirit thou wilt worſhip the living God, 
who 1s a Spirit, and there thou wilt feel his preſence, his virtue 
and goodneſs, and that will anſwer thy breathings, and ſatisfie 
thy hungrings ; and through the nouriſhment of the Spirit thou 
wilt grow in the Spirits, and live in the Spirit, and then there is 
no condemnation unto thee : Therefore let every one come to 
the Spirit and be-faved, for the Lord waits to ſhew mercy : He is 
pulling down 'the birth of the fleſh, and raifing up the birth of 
his Seed-;' and he is dear and: tender: over it whereſozver it 
breathes; and therefore to the babe he, ſaith, come 5; end to.the 
poor and needy he faith, come, .

come, for thon art the babe which is tendered ; and therefore 
come in the drawings of .the. Spirit, and drink of the Water of 
Life freely; for the-Fountain 1s open unto thee that thou mayeſt
